AN ACT to provide for a set of weights and measures in the several 
towns in this state. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows : 

Reyproeurel 	SECTION 1. The board of supervisors of each 
weights and 
measures. 	organized town in the state, who have not already 
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obtained a set of weights and measures, may at their 
discretion, procure for the use and at the expense of 
their town, a complete set of weights and measures, 
and scales and beams, in exact conformity with those 
required by law to be kept in the state treasury,. 
except that the same may be made of such suitable 
materials as the supervisors may direct, which shall be 
tried and proved by the treasurer of the county in 
which the town is situated, and be by him sealed and 
certified. 

SEcrioN 2. Once in every five years, from tbe first Shall cause 
day of January, eighteen hundred and seventy-one, rertertt 
each town sealer of weights and measures, for the time sealed. 

being, shall cause the said standards in his keeping to 
be tried, proved and sealed, by the county standards, 
under the direction of the county treasurer.
